GREENWICH Council’s part of the 
Council Tax was frozen for the sixth 
time in 12 years at a full council 
meeting last Wednesday (February 24). 
The decision also includes the freezing 
of a range of sports and play group 
fees and charges across the borough, a 
record that council leader Chris 
Roberts believes is unequalled in 
London. 

He said: “I’m pleased to announce that 
again this year the council is freezing 
council tax. This is a record we are 
proud of - and keeping council tax 
bills down has not come at the 
expense of fewer or poorer quality 
services. As a council we remain 
committed to ambitious regeneration, 
and developing services which meet 
the needs of current and future 
generations.” 

Cllr Roberts talked about the council’s 
determination to keep on track its 
plans to transform Greenwich and 
raise the aspirations and achievement 
of residents. He said: “We have 
tackled unemployment head on by 
offering 250 local people jobs for up to 
a year. This includes community 
warden jobs to improve the 
environment in our town centres and 
housing estates. 

“We also have a large programme 
funded through the National Future 
Jobs Fund, creating 1,000 six-month 
job placements to offer local 
unemployed people the skills, 
training and experience to find long- 
term employment. And he huge 
success of the DLR Woolwich 
extension has seen over five million 
passengers in its first year alone.”

Gold 
medallist 
raves over 
school 
facilities

WITH the 2012 London 
Olympics just a hop, skip 
and a jump away, world- 
class triple jumper 
Jonathan Edwards 

unveiled a state-of-the-art 
fitness suit at a Greenwich 
school. 

The gym at St. Paul’s 
Academy in Abbey Wood was 
opened by the Olympic gold 
medallist on February 23, and 
he gave the sports school and 
its new facility a resounding 
thumbs up. 

He told GT: “There are two 
things really important in 
sports, one is having really 
good, motivated staff - which 
St. Paul’s has - the other is 
having facilities like this. The 
kids here have the best of 
both worlds and it’s 
absolutely fantastic.” 

The athlete gave an 
inspirational pep talk to the 
GCSE students at the school 
on Finchale Road, and added: 
“Sport can have an impact on 
all young people’s lives, not 
just the really talented ones, 
and here there is the capacity 
to do that - it’s a great model 
for others to follow.” 

The jumper admitted it was 
a far cry from the conditions 
he trained under as a boy. 


“You couldn’t even begin to 
compare the two,” he said. 
“Even when I was competing 
at the highest international 
level, the facilities were not up 
to this level.” 

The £150,000 facility includes 
rowing machines, weights, 
exercise bikes and even a 
Nintendo Wii, which will be 
used by some of the athletes 


at the 2012 Games, as well as 
students at the academy. 

Cllr John Fahy, cabinet 
member for culture and 
Olympics, said: “It’s going to 
be amazing having the 
Olympics in the borough. 
These students are going to 
have all the top athletes in the 
world on their doorstep and 
it’s going to be really

inspiring for them. 

“We’ve got top-quality 
fitness machines, some of 
which will be used in the 
Olympics, and we want 
students to enjoy it too.” 

The school’s director of 
sport Niall McCann said: “My 
dream is for a pupil to go from 
the playground to the 
podium, which is a scheme 
I’ve been working on to get 
young athletes interested in 
the elite side of sport.” 

There are plans to let local 
groups benefit from the new 
unit too. “Eventually we’re 
going to be introducing it to 
the community where clubs 
can come in,” said Niall. 
“We’ve got teachers coming 
in here at 7am to use the 
equipment, and some staying 
until seven at night to use it.” 
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Homes to roost 

First new council houses in London on the way 



CONSTRUCTION work 
has begun on the first new 
council homes to be built 
under a £500m 
government programme. 

Greenwich Council is the 
first local authority in 
London to build new council 
homes under the Local 
Authority Housing Building 
Programme. 

Last Friday digging began at 
the site of Woodlands Park 
Road, Greenwich, for the 
construction of six semi- 
detached houses. The homes 
will be let through Greenwich 
Homes - the council’s letting 
service and will be available 
for rent to larger families in 
housing need. 

The four and five-bed homes 
are among 63 in Greenwich 
which are being funded with 
a £6.1m grant from the 
scheme. 

The grants were announced 
by the Homes and 
Communities Agency, which 
administers the scheme on 
behalf of the government, 
after two successful bidding 
rounds by Greenwich 
Council. 

The first grant will fund 47 


homes on eight sites across 
the borough while the second 
will fund 16 homes on a 
further four sites. Work is 
expected to be completed 
within 12 months. 

The council’s deputy leader 
Peter Brooks and Cllr 
Maureen O’Mara, the 
council’s cabinet member for 


neighbourhood services, 
were on site to see the start of 
work last week. 

Cllr Brooks said: 
“Greenwich has a very good 
track record in attracting 
investment to help build new 
affordable homes for families 
in housing need. That 
success has been developed 


through forging strong 
partnerships with both 
housing associations and 
private developers, and has 
helped ensure that thousands 
of new homes have been 
built, many of them on once- 
derelict sites that are being 
brought back to life. “It’s 
excellent news that this 
government programme is 
also enabling us to build our 
own homes for rent.” 

Cllr O’Mara said: “The new 
homes will make an 
important contribution to the 
housing needs of local 
families and I’m particularly 
pleased that we’ll be able to 
expand the supply of family 
homes for larger 
households.” 

She added: “These new 
homes are being built at the 
same time as we near the 
conclusion of our Decent 
Homes investment 

programme which has 
installed improvements for 
thousands of existing council 
tenants in the borough.”

Court dishes up £20,000 
fine to dirty restaurant

INADEQUATE food 
hygiene cost a Chinese 
restaurant £20,000 in 
fines and costs. 

The Peninsula Chinese 
restaurant, in Bugsby’s 
Way, Charlton, was fined 
£13,500 for food hygiene 
offences and ordered to 
pay costs of £6,800 for 
Greenwich Council. 

Restaurant owners 
pleaded guilty to nine 
summonses under the 
hygiene regulations act 
during an appearance at 
Woolwich Magistrates 
Court on February 15. 

The case followed an 
unannounced inspection 
by environmental health 
officers from Greenwich 
Council who took 
photographic evidence 
which was presented in 
court. 

During their visit, the 
kitchen was found to 
have dirty equipment, 
walls, floor and 
ventilation ducting. Food 
storage containers were 
in a poor state of repair 
and had failed to protect 
food from contamination 
in the refrigerator. 

There were also 
inadequate procedures to 
control pests and mouse 
droppings were found in 


the storage areas while 
the general cleanliness 
of the premises was 
below standard. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, 
said: “The Council will 
continue to carry out 
unannounced visits to 
food businesses and will 
take necessary action to 
safeguard customers’ 
health. It is essential 
that food businesses take 
all the appropriate steps 
to ensure general food 
hygiene standards are 
met.” 

• Food businesses that 
would like to make sure 


they are complying 
with the law or to see if 
they may be eligible for 
free training or other 
support can contact the 
council’s environmental 
health team on 020 8921 
8186 for advice. 

The Council also offers 
a clean food award to 
catering businesses that 
are found to have good 
standards of hygiene 
when they are 
inspected.

With the help of the local 
community we are sure the 
centre will be a great success. 

“We are absolutely thrilled to 
bits that finally the Page 
Estate is getting a community 
centre of its own that will 
benefit everyone.”

2012 champions 

Students say how Olympics should help borough 



IDEAS PEOPLE: Getting ready to champion the

Form colleges in the other four Olympic 
host boroughs to take part in a Legacy 
Champions day at NewVic College’s 
Stratford Circus centre on Monday last 
week (February 22). There, they planned 
to collate their ideas formally and present 
them to Darren Letford, Senior Olympics 
Officer in the Mayor’s Office. 

Also on the programme was a visit to the 
Olympic Park View Tube observation 
station. 

“We aim to ensure that the voices of our 
students are heard by the Olympic Park 
Legacy Company and LOCOG, the 
organising committee of the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games led by Lord Coe,” said 
Alec. 

“The Legacy Champions event is a 
ground-breaking opportunity that brings 
together students and gives them an 
opportunity to shape the 2012 legacy.” 

During the day students took part in 
workshops, activities and discussions and 
presented their views to key decision- 
makers. 

In the afternoon a motivational speech 
was expected from four-time Paralympic 
swimmer Dervis Konuralp with the 
opportunity to hear from and ask 
questions to six-time Olympian 
Tessa Sanderson. 

But the students’ role does 
not end there. They will work 
with the Legacy Company 
later in the year, and act as 
the link to channel local 
views through to the 
decision-makers. Once 
the students move on 
from college a new 
generation of 

Legacy Champions 
will be appointed to 
keep the torch of 
the Olympic and 
Paralympic values 
alight. 


EIGHT Greenwich students have been 
chosen to represent the borough in 
making important decisions on how the 
community should benefit from the 2012 
Olympics and what happens afterwards. 

The students, from Greenwich 
Community College in Plumstead Road 
and the London Leisure College in 
Eltham, are called the Legacy Champions, 
and were picked from 20 students who 
applied. The five Community College 
students are Dushane Morris, 17, Stacie 
Gormon, 16, Caitlin-Nico Morton, 17, Joy 
Tontoh, 19, and Victoria Nwabiakam, 18. 

Representing the Leisure College are 
Myles Warren, 18, Jade Elston, 18, and 
Charlie Fordree, 17. 

“They were chosen after submitting 
applications explaining what they want 
from the Olympic Park after the Games,” 
said Alec Brand, head of marketing at the

Electronic medical records 
set to improve patient care 


PATIENTS will get faster and 
safer treatment thanks to hi 
tech plans to record their 
medical notes electronically. 
Essential medical history 
will be put on an electronic 
summary care record under a 
new initiative designed to 
improve patient care. 

The summary care records 
include vital information 
about patients such as 
allergies, medications and 
any previous adverse 
reactions to medicines. 
Having the information 
available electronically 
means doctors and nurses in 
A&E departments, walk-in 


centres, and GP out-of-hours 
services, have the most up-to- 
date information at hand in 
situations where time is 
critical and could save lives. 
The new electronic records 
are being rolled out across 
the capital as part of a 
national NHS IT programme 
to provide better, safer 
patient care. 

So far 29 of London’s 31 
primary care trusts, seven 
out of ten mental health 
trusts and seven acute trusts 
are using electronic patient 
record systems. 

From this month, patients 
over 16 who are registered 


with a Greenwich GP will 
receive an information pack 
explaining how summary 
care records work. They will 
also be offered a choice to opt 
out of having a summary 
care record. 

The electronic records will 
be created in the next 12-18 
months and patients will be 
able to view them on 
Healthspace, a secure 
website at 

www.healthspace.nhs.uk 
Jane Schofield, Chief 
Executive of NHS Greenwich, 
said: “Summary care records 
will improve the quality of 
patient care by giving faster, 


easier access to reliable 
information to help with 
treatment, particularly in 
emergency situations. 

“They will also give those 
patients on lots of different 
medications, or those with 
long-term conditions, real 
peace of mind knowing that 
important information is 
accessible when it is needed.”

With this in mind, Greenwich 
Council is teaming up with partners from housing 
and health to create new-style "extra care" 
sheltered schemes. PAT GREENWOOD was invited 
to meet some of the residents who have their 
own front-door and support if they need it... 


RICHARD Neve House, named after popular ^ 
former Mayor 'Dick' Neve, has 43 flats - eight of for * 
rehabilitation after a hospital stay. The project, built 
with cash support from the Department of Health and 
Greenwich Council, is an upgrade of a former Greenwich 
Council sheltered housing scheme of flats and bedsits.lt 
was opened in October. Residents have started Friday 
fish-and-chip lunches, there's a Wednesday afternoon 
shopping bus and there are plans for up a doctors' 
surgery in the treatment room. Another 58-unit 
scheme on the site of the old Royal Military 
Academy, Shooters Hill - a partnership 
between the council and L & Q Housing 
Trust - is due for completion this

G LADYS Hollidge, 80, has 
been friends with 89-year- 
old Nell Powell for half her 
life, and they’ve been 
neighbours both on the 
Connaught Estate and in Defiance 
Walk, Woolwich, for years. 

Now Gladys and Nell need that extra 
care. So Greenwich Council and 
Gallions Housing Association have put 
their heads together and fixed them up 
with adjoining flats in Lakeview Court, 
alongside Thamesmead leisure centre, 
off Central Way. 

Gladys, who worked in the canteen at 
Woolwich Arsenal, has trouble walking 
without a frame, and Nell is frail. 
However, they still enjoy the short walk 
down to the shops. 

Gladys said: “This is all right for us. 
We like to go to one another's places.” 

Danny Rampton, 64, used to manage a 
hotel in Lancashire. “This looked just 
like a hotel when I first came to see it!” 
he told us. 

Danny, also from Woolwich, has 
suffered from progressive muscular 
atrophy since he was aged 14. He likes 
being able to use Lakeview’s buggy 
store to charge up his “wheels”. 

And Danny, who is the first chair of 
the scheme's residents’ association, 
added: “I like my flat. It’s much bigger 
than the one I had before.” 

Sylvia Houldsworth, 82, a retired tie- 
maker, enjoys having her hair done in 
Lakeview's salon. She said: “I only go 
when it gets a bit untidy. I also have a 
little trot round to the shops, and I go to 


my son’s at the weekend.” 

Some of the residents in the new 
schemes need more help than others. 
Anne Crowder, 51, has had multiple 
sclerosis since her late thirties. She has 
moved from residential care in 
Kidbrooke to Greenwich Council's 
newly-refurbished Richard Neve House 
on Plumstead High Street. 

She relies on Greenwich Council's 
‘GESS’ team - short for Greenwich 
enablement support services. But she 
told us: “I have my own front door. I can 
change channels on my own TV, and I 
can use the phone to ring my mum 
every day in St Albans.” 

She enjoys talking to a blind 
lady further along her corridor. 

And she's already won a 
penguin in the raffle at one 
of the coffee mornings to 
add to her large soft toy 
collection. 

Cecilia Graham, 73, is a 
former assistant care 
supervisor for mentally 
and physically 

handicapped adults. She 
was living alone in 
Blackheath until just 
before Christmas. She said: 

“I needed more company. 

I'm also on a lot of 
medication these days.” 

Cecilia has arthritis and both 
heart and blood sugar problems, 
and she told us: “The carers here 
complain that I don't ask them often 
enough for help!”

LAKEVIEW COURT comprises 58 one and 
two-bedroomed flats, available 
specifically for Greenwich residents. It’s 
Gallions’ first “extra care” scheme. 
Camilla Medhurst, head of 
Neighbourhood Services at Gallions, 
said: “This is a really exciting scheme. We 
wanted a tranquil setting, and one that 
was close to local amenities too. With 80 
per cent of the flats being let within the 
first week, it shows that there is demand 
for this type of development.” 


Lakeview opened last summer, complete 
with donations ofapianoanda pool table. 
Two of the lounges have picture- 
windows, overlooking the lake, as well as 
an IT suite and laundry. There's also a 
button-push bath which wraps around 
you! The scheme's environmentally 
friendly features include low-rise 
“green” roofs where residents can 
monitorthe progress of the plants, as 
well as a state-of-the-art boiler which 
runs on rapeseed.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Now he’s A Legend Reborn, with a show which 
comes to Greenwich later this month 


_ WHEN Buddy

could hardly have 
~ ~ imagined his 

prophesy would be realised so 
soon. 

The prolific singer-songwriter 
was just 22 when the plane he 
had chartered for a tour of 
America’s Midwest crashed on 
February 3, 1959, killing 
everyone on board. 

Don McLean later sung that it 
was The day the music died’, 
but in reality, Buddy Holly’s 
music has stood the test of 
time and endures to this day. 
Ok, so it may be missing 
McLean’s point, but in the few 
short years of his life, the 
Texan rock ‘n’ roller penned 
classics that include Peggy 
Sue, Oh Boy, That ’ll Be The 
Day, and many more. 

And the star of a musical 
tribute to the singer which 
comes to Greenwich later this 
month, Marc Robinson, 
thinks the lasting appeal of 
the artist is down to his 
simple songs. 

“Sometimes, it’s the 
simple ones that are 
the most difficult to 
get right,” he told 
Scene. “They were 
just great songs. 1 
Had he lived i 

longer he would ' 

have rivalled 
Lennon and 
McCartney as the 
best songwriter of 
all time.” 

Arguably, even 
without the blessing of 
longer life, his legacy is up 
there with the haloed efforts 
of John and Paul, and such was 
his influence on the young 
Liverpudlians that they 
eventually named themselves 
The Beatles in homage to 
Holly’s, The Crickets. 

Buddy Holly - A Legend 
Reborn hits the Indigo2 on 
March 18, and lead man Marc 
was into Holly’s music long 
before he landed the role. 

“I’ve always been a big fan,” he 
said, “and I was in a tribute 
band locally before I got the 
part.”

When the plane that killed 
Holly came down, two other 
big stars of the time, Richie 
Valens, and J. P. The Big 
Bopper’ Richardson, were also 
slain, but neither had the song 
writing prowess to leave a 
legacy like Buddy’s, and the 
pair have become just a 
footnote to the story. 

His legend, early death and the 
mystique surrounding it, has 
made the singer’s life a popular 


subject for film and stage 
shows - few better than 
Gary Busey’s note perfect 
portrayal in The Buddy 
Holly Story on the big 
screen in 1978, a faithful re- 
working of which went on 
to the West End stage - 
where it stays to this day. 

And in 1985, Paul McCartney 
showed his deep-rooted 
admiration for the rock ‘n’ 
roller, when he hosted his own 
all-singing all-dancing tribute, 
calling it, somewhat 
pompously, The Real Buddy 
Holly Story. 

So there have been many 
incarnations, and A Legend 
Reborn keeps to the tried and 
tested format of plenty of 
tunes and less of the chat. 
“There is dialogue, but mostly 
the story is told through the 
music,” said Marc, who is 
credited as the country’s top 
Buddy tribute performer, and 
who won TV talent contest, 
Stars In Their Eyes for his 
double take impersonation. 


“I bring authenticity to the 
part,” he added. “I originally 
started performing as Buddy 
and people said that I looked 
just like him.” 

The performer’s extensive 
knowledge of the singer helped 
him to get his interpretation 
spot on, and the period piece 
should be a real trip down 
memory lane for fans of the 
era. 

Marc enthused: “The 
performance is like ‘the show 
they never gave’ - it’s a two- 
hour show featuring all the 
hits a well as slots from his 
contemporaries of the time, 
The Big Bopper, Richie Valens, 
The Everly Brothers and 
Connie Francis.”

ART and sport are not the 
most comfortable bedfellows 
at the best of times. 

A stereotypical view might be 
of the artist as a tortured soul, a self 
imposed exile in a squalid garret, 
booze-soaked tears falling on to an 
unmade bed of hardened paintbrushes 
and ashy fag-ends. A disciplined 
sportsman he is not. But wait, this isn’t 
Dylan’s idealised Sixties utopia, and 
perhaps sport and art can co-exist 
without the intrusion of corporate oafs 
and PowerPoint presentations... 

It’s certainly the view of an artist who 
has masterminded a creative project 
that runs in perfect harmony with the 
upcoming 2012 Games. 

Simon Pope’s Memory Marathon was a 
large-scale participatory event in which 
the artist walked a specially planned 
26-mile course through London’s five 
Olympic boroughs and filmed the event 
for the resulting documentary film 
which is shown in Greenwich this 
weekend. 

Continuing his series of walking and 
memory-themed projects, Pope 
completed the trek over a day aided by 
the company of over 100 local residents 
from Newham, Tower Hamlets, 

Hackney, Waltham Forest, and of 
course, Greenwich. 

Starting out at dawn from 
Thamesmead, the artist was 
interviewed by locals as part of the film 
that will be shown at the Greenwich 
Picturehouse, as well as at other ‘5- 
Boroughs’ cinemas. 

Each of the 100 local residents 
accompanied Simon for 400 metres of 
the journey, interviewing him as they 
walked. 

And with an age range of between eight 
and 82-years-old, the participants 
reflect a good cross section of the local 
communities the artist passed through.

Rasmus 
is the band's resident 
keyboard player, Anders R 
plays bass and is another 
keyboard player while Troels 
is the drummer - without 
him, there would be nothing. 
They went to school 
together and aged fifteen

WITH Clint Eastwood in the 
director’s chair and 
Morgan Freeman as 
Nelson Mandela, notto 
mention the inspiring story 
of one man’s struggle to 
unite a nation, one might 
have been justified in 
expecting a sure-fire 
success from Invictus and 
Oscar nominations 
aplenty. Disappointingly 
though, Eastwood ends up 
constructing an artificial 
re-run of the 1995 Rugby 
World Cup Finals, and 
which is particularly 
grating during the lack 
lustre crowd scenes. 

Freeman - who is far too 
tall for the role, by the 
way - clearly put his 
acting energies into 
the accent at the 
expense of his 
delivery, while Matt 
Damon, (South 
African team 
f captain, Francois 
Pienaar], over- 
invests at the gym 
having been given 
* surprisingly little to say. 
The film ends up as a one 
dimensional, international 
rugby tournament, and the 


majorthemes - political, 
social and cultural - are all 
expressed through a 
rather narrow and frankly 
unimaginative sporting 
metaphor. Apartheid is 
barely touched on and 
Mandela’s personal 
relationships with both 
Winnie and the rest of his 
family are confusing and 
disjointed. And yet there 
are moments when the 
film comes close to its 
potential: The team’s visit 
to a black school in one of 
the townships; Damon’s 
first meeting with 
Freeman, and the visit to 
Robben Island which is 
carefully enhanced by 
unusual camerawork. 

It’s only Damon’s response 
to an interviewer at the end 
of the match which comes 
close to giving a sense of 
magnitude to Mandela’s 
achievements, but sadly 
the moment alone fails to 
save the movie from 
buckling under the weight 
of its own expectations. 
VERDICT: 6/10 
Could - and should - have 
been so much better.

App of the month 


Anti-social 

networking 

THE social-networking fads of 
| the moment are two 
applications that allow users to 
track down friends and other 
users wherever they are, whenever 
they are. 

Foursquare and Gowalla are entirely 
location based apps, so naturally have 
spawned from the prevalence of GPS 
devices like the iPhone which can 
pinpoint your locality to the nearest 
nanometre or thereabouts. The services 
operate on the simple idea of checking 
in at designated places, of which users 
add themselves - as do their friends. 
This could be the train station, the pub, 
the supermarket or wherever. 

There are a few differences between the 
two programmes, namely that 
Foursquare operates like a game - you 
check in places and score points, 
creating competition on a leaderboard 
for your local area. But you can also 
become the mayor of a location 
depending on how many times you’ve 
visited it, and when other people have 
checked in more times than you, you 
lose your mayorship. And 4sq (as it’s 
also known) has the added fun of 
badges - there are oodles of badges to 
be won for doing certain activities: 
Staying out past 3am on a weekday wins 
you the School Night badge, for example 
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All SYSTEMS GO: screenshot of Gowalla app 

Gowalla on the other hand lacks the 
competitive edge that Foursquare has. 
Badges are still present but called pins, 
and there are no mayorships and no 
leaderboard. Pins do have an added bit 
of fun as they are often attached to trips 
- they’re as you would expect and 
consist of checking in at a set of 
locations consecutively to win the 
associated pin. 

So how do these services fit into social 
networking and how are they at all 
useful? This is where the worry and 
controversy begins. Open up Foursquare 
on the iPhone and you’re presented with 
a list of exactly where my group of 
friends are. Let me reiterate that, I 
know exactly where they are and they 
know exactly where I am. So it’s weird, 
considering that I don’t actually know 
many of these people in a physical 
sense, but merely through online 
communique. Dangerous, some might 
say. But most young people aren’t 
bothered by this, and where the 
programmes become really 
indispensable is when you check in at 
the local pub and some of your friends 
are already listed as being there. It’s 
instant socialising with no 
communication required.

Brighton far too 


ON a flooded rice paddy 
of a pitch bearing no 
resemblance to the slick 
surface on which they 
despatched Yeovil three 
days previously, Charlton 
slumped to a dispiriting 
2-1 defeat at the hands of 
a Brighton side superior 
to them in all 
departments, writes 
Kevin Nolan. 

The conditions, following 
relentless rain, were the 
same for both sides but 
the tools which proved 
too much for Yeovil were 
effectively blunted to 
Albion’s advantage. 
Speedy wide men Kyle 
Reid and Lloyd Sam, for 
instance, had wrecked 
the West Country visitors 
but were physically 
incapable of carrying the 
fight to the South 
Coasters in remotely the 
same way.
